Do ubtless nt least as many 
p eo p le are also weighing themselves 
o n the free machines fo und in drug 
sto res, and o n gro cery sto re scales 
These weighing machine statistics 
indicate very clearly ho w much the 
average p erso n is interested m health, 
and sho ws the general 
belief th a t a 
no rmal weight and go o d health are 
syno nymo us. 
While 
health canno t 
be accurately measured o n the scales 
o ur interest in watching o ur weights 
is nevertheless o f so me value 
The thin man is o ften underweight 
because o f weak digestive p o wer o r 
because his energy is wasted thro ugh
